. theWeſt Indies, amoneſt the wilde Indians. Since which 
time(moſt dread Soneraigne)1 hane'paſſed ſundrie perilles 
there in thewilderneſſes,and eſcaped many dangers, where. 
72 my life ſtood tfien in hazard,yet by the prouidence of the 
eAlmightie Iwas preſerned. CAnd being now returned in- 
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The Epiſtle Dedicatorie. ts 
to my natiae Conntrie of England, I doe in all humbleneſſe 
proſtrate my ſelfe( together with the diſcourſe of my trauels) 
at your Highnes feete, humbly beſeeching your Mateſtie to 
accept the ſame at your ſubietts hands, as our Satiiour Ieſas 

Ehriſt accepted the poore widowes mite. _And thus 1 
humbly take my leane,prayine for the

...., It.is,not vnknowne. vnto.many. that 1 4, #. poys 
der-maker .was borne at: Bourne, , a Towne iin,Ling 
colnſhire, from my ageof tyvelue yeeres broughtvy 
in Redriffe neerc Londonzwith M.Frauncis Eeeavbp 
was the Queenes Maicſties powder-maker, whomel 
ſerved, ynull 1 as pre rogocon theyoiagetaghe 
Weſt Indies, with the Right wotſhiptul Sir Fohn Haw 
kins,whoappointed meeto be one of Mo ſapners 
her Maieſtesſhippe calkdthe Teſus, of Libbicke,whe

1587. having with himan other ſhippeofher Maie- 
Fhes,called the Minion,and foure ſhippes ofhis owne 
namely, the Angell, the Swallow, the Iudith,and the 
William and Iohn.He directed his Vizeadmirall, that 
# foule weather did ſeparate them, to meetc at the I- 
landofTennerif. After which by the ſpace of ſeuen 
daicsand ſcuen nighns,xve had ſuch ſtorms at Sea,that 
weloſt our long boatesanda pn with ſomemen 
comming tothe Tennerif : thereour Generall heard 
that his vizeaUmirall with the Swallow, and the Wil- 
lam and Tohn;; wereat theIland called the Gomero, 
where finding his vizeadmirall hee ancored, tooke in 
freſh water andfer faile for CapeBlanke,where in the 
way wetookea Portugall Caruill, laden with fiſh cal- 
led Mullets : from thence to Zapede Verde. In our 
courſe thither we meta Frenchman of Rochell called 
Captaine Bland, who had takena Portugall Caruwill, 
whomeour vizeadmiraltchafed and tooke.SirFraun- 
cis Drake was. made Maſterand Captaine of the Car- 
nil. and ſo weekept our way till wee cameto Cape de 
Verdeand there we ancored,tookeour boates,and ſer 
ſoldiers on ſhore, Our Generall was the firſt that leapt 
on land,& with him Captain Dudley there we tooke 
certain Negros,butnot without damageto our felues 
for our General,Captaine Dudley,and cight other of 
our company were hurt with-poyſonied arrowes, a- 
boutnine dates after the eight that were wounded dis 
ed.Otir Generall was'taughtby a Negro,to draw the 
poyſon'out of his wound with acloue of garlicke, 
wirtreby he was cured, Fro thencewe went toSurro- 


teon, where bemoriftrous fiſhes called __ 
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wildenoure men, Jamongftorherswas ſentmthe An 

ellwith two pinnacesintotheriuercalledthe Calow. 
es,thatwere theretradingwith the ws 
one ofthem with the Negroes,& brought themyaway. 
In this riverinthe night timewe hadone ofourpinha- 
ccs bulgedbyaſca-horſe.fothatourmen ſwimming a- 
bouttheriuer, werealltaken intothe other pinnaces, 
excepttwothattooke holde oneofanother, andwere 
carriedawaieby theſeahorſe, who hath the 'inftpro- 
portionofzhorſe,fauingthathis kegsbefhort, hisreeth 
veriegreatandaſpaninlength,hevſeth onthenighrts 
goon landintothe woodes, ſeekingatvnawares to de- 
uour the Negros intheircabbins, whom they by theit 
vigilanciepretent,and kill theminrthis manner. The 
Negros keepe watch;anddiligently attend their com- 
ming,and when theyare gone intothe woodes , they 
forthwith laieagreattreeouerthwart the waie, fo that 
attheirreturne,forthattheirlegs beſo ſhort, they can- 
notgoouerit:thenthe Negroes ſetvppon them vvith 
their bowes,arrowes and darts,and ſo deſtroy them. ' 
- . Fromthenceweentered the riuer called the Cau- 
ſterus, where there were other Caruelles trading.with 
the Negros;and themwetooke. In thisIland betwixt 
the riuerand the maine, Trees grow with their rootes 
vpwards,and Oiſtersvpontthem. Theregrow Palmita 
trees, which beas highasaſhips maine maſt,& on'their 
tops g:z0w nuts, wine and oyle, which they callPalmi- 
fwineand Palmita oyle i. The Phantine trees alſo 
grow inthatcountrie,the treeisas big asa mansthigh, 
andas highas afirrepole, the leaues thereofbelong 8 
broadeandonthe:topgrow the finitwhich So 


agaiditit,the tree 
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bigasaminiswriſt,theygrow'on-clufters : whenthey 
beripethey be Stn daintieto cate,S Tat 6 
notmoredclicaten taſt than they be. In this fand bee 
Ehphants)whichthe Negros kill in this manner: they 
{kequrtheirbantawherothey reftin thanighr which 
&againſta tree,thatthey faw three partes1n ſunder, ſo 
thatxwhenthe Elephant learieth and ftretch himfelfe 
Elie &bowithit then he roarcth, 
wherby. tho Negrosknow licis fallen;theh they come 
ypotthimandkillhim; © -: | 15's 
*..', >From thencewith the Angell, theIudith and the 
pinhacecs, wee failed to Surreleon,, where our Ge- 
nemll at chat timeiwas; whoiwith the Captaines and 
ſouldiers went vp into the fitter called: the Faggarine;, 
to takea towne of the Negroes, wherehe found three 
kings of that Countrie with fiftie thouſand Negroes 
bevening the fametowne,which they could not take 
in many yeeres before that they had 'warred with it. 
Our Generall made a breach, entered, and valiantlie 
tooke the towne, wherein were founde fue Portus 


go yeelded themſclues tohis mercie, and hee 


aued theirlines,we tooke and carried thence for traf- 


fickeofthe Weſt Indies fue hundred Negroes . The 
three kings droueſcuen thouſand Negros into the ſea 
atlowwater,at the pointofi the land,where they were 
all drowned inthe gze for that they could not take 
theircanowes to'faue' them{clues. Wee retourued 
backeagaine in our pinnacests the ſhippes, and there 
tooke in freſh water, and made readie ſayle towards 
B&0grande. Atouirotaming macthetweentred ow 
fie 7 & 


9 
the Angel,the Tudith.and the two pinnaſſes, we found 
thereſeuen Portugall Caruils, which madegreatfight 
with vs. In the end by Gods helpewee wonthevicto- 
ry,anddrouethemtotheſhore, bw whence with the 
Negroes they fled, wefetcht the caruils from theſhore 
into theriuer. The next morning fir Frances Drake 
with his Caruell,the Swallow. the William and Tohn 
cameinto the riuer,with CaptaineDudleyand his fol- 
diers,who landed being buta hundred ſouldiers, and 


- fought with ſeauen thoufande Negroes, burned the 


towne,and returned to our Generall withtheloſle of 
oneman. 

In that placetherebemany muske cats, which breed 
in hollow trees,the Negroes takethem inanetandput ' 
them ina cage,andnourith them veriedaintily, & take 
themuske from them witha ſpoone. 

Heerewe left the Ethyope land, 
And tooke the Indian voiage in hand. 
Heereby the way died Captaine Dudley. 

- Infayling towards the Indies, the firſt land thatwee 
eſcried, was theIland called Domineco, whereatour 
comming weancored, tookein freſh waterand wood 
forour prouifion,which done,weſayled towardesthe 
Iland called Margarita, where our Generall in _— 
ofthe Spanyardesancored, landed, and tookeinfreſh 
victuals. Amileoffthelland thereisarockeintheſea, 
wherein do breede many fowles, likevnto Barnacles, 
inthenight wee went outinourboates,and with cud- 
gels weekilled many ofthem, and wee broughtthem 
with many of their eggesabord withvs, theiregges be 
as biggeas Turkies cgges, and ſpeckled like them, = 
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10 
- dideate them.and found them very goodmeatr. 


From thence wee fayled to Burborata, whichis in 
the mainelande of the Weſt Indies,there we camein, 
mored our ſhippes, and tarryed two moneths trim- 
ming and drefling our ſhippes, and in the meane ume 
trading with certaine Spanyards of thatcuntry.There 
our Generall ſent vs vnto a Towne called Placentia, 
(which ſtood ona high hil)ro haue intreateda Biſhop 
thardiwelt there for his fauour and frendthip inttieir 
Jawes,who hcaringof our comming,for feare forſoke 
the Towne, wherevpon one of our companie made 
theſe Engliſh verſes following. 

Y nto the Biſhop we nerf 
T 0 craue hw fauonr in the lawes : 
He know not the good that we ment, 
He fled for feare and not for cauſe. 
We tooke ſuch a tourney vp the hill, 
T hat few or none hane done ſo ill. 
In our way vp the hill to Placentia, wee found 2 
rous venemous worme, with two heads, his bo- 
die was as bigge as a mans arme, andayard long : our 
matſter Robert Barret did cutte him in ſunder with 
his ſ{woord, and it made itas blackeas ifitwerecolou- 
red with ynke. 

Heere bee many Tygets, monſtrous and furious 
beaſts, which by ſubtlete deuoureand deſtroy many 
men, they yſe the traded waies, and will ſhewe them- 
{clues twiſe orthriſe tothe trauellers and ſo depart ſe- 
cretly.Jurking till they bepaſt,then ſodainly andatvn- 
awarcs they leape vpon them and deuoure them, th 
hadſovſed twoof our companic,had notone —_ 
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I 
lookedbehind.Our Generall pen, vato the 
land called Coruffa, to make prouiſion tor the reſt 
where they remained vnrill his comming . Hee ſent 
from thence the Angell and the Iudith to Riuer de 
hache,where weancoredbeforethe towne. The Spa- 
nyards ſhot three peccesat vs from the ſhore, whome 
werequited with two of ours, and ſhotte through the 
Gouecrnors houſeve wayed ancor,&ancored againe 
without ſhot of the towne, where we rid fiuedaies in 
deſpite of the Spanyards,and their ſhot. Inthe meane 
ſpace there came a Caruil ofaduiſe from S.Domings 
whom with the Angell and the Iudith we chaſed and 
droue to the ſhore, we fetcht him from thenceſpiteof 
200 Spanyards hargabuſh ſhot,and ancored again be- 
fore the towne, and rid there with him, till our Gene- 
rals comming,whoancored,landed his men, and valt- 
antly tooke the Towne, with the loſſe of one man, 
whoſe name was Thomas Surgeon, wee landed and 
planted on theſhore forourſatties our field ordinice, 
weedroue the Spanyards vp into the country aboue 
two leagues,wherby they were inforced totrade with 
our Generall.to who he ſold moſt part of his Negros. 
In this river we kiled a monſtrous Alagaraain this 
rtat Sunneſet : ſeuenof vs wentin thepinnicevp 
mto the Riuer, crying with vsa dogge, vnto whom 
with rope yarne wee bound a great hooke of ſteele, 
with achaine that hada ſ\viuel, which wee put vnder 
thedogs belly,the point of the hooke coming ouerhis 
back faſtbound,as aforeſaid,we puthim ouer bord, 8: 
veredoutour rope by little & little, rowing away with 
Ourboatethe Alagarta came _ preſently ſwallowed 
2 Vp 
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vpthe dogge,then didwerowe hard, till we had cho- 


kedhim, hee plungedand madea wonderfullfturrein 
the water, weleapt on ſhore,and haled himonlande : 
hewas 23 footeby therule, headed likeahogge, in bo- 
diclikeaſerpent, full oficalesas broad as aſawcer, his 
taile long and full ofknots,as biggeasa fawcon ſhotte, 
he hath fourc legges,his feete hauelong nailes like vn- 
toadragon,we opened him,tooke ont his guttes, flead 
him,dried hisskinne,8: ſtuffed itwithſtrawe,meanin 

to haue brought it home, had not the ſhippebeen caſt 


away.This monſterwil carricaway and deuoure both: 


manand horſe. 

Noweto S.Amart, where wee landed, traded,and 
ſolde certaine Negros : there two of our companie 
killed a monſtrous adder, going towards his caue with 
a cunnie in his mouth; his bodie was as bigge asanie 
mans thigh,and ſeuen footlong, vpon his tayle he had 
fixteene knottes,cueric oneas bigge as agreat walnut, 
which they ſay,doſhew his age : his colour was green 
and yellowe,they opened him and found twocunnies 
in his bellie. | 

From thencetoCartagene, where wewentin,mored 
our ſhips,and would hauetraded with them, butthey 
durſtnot for feare of theking,webrought vp the Min- 
nionagainſtthe Caſtell, and ſhotteatthe Caſtell and 
Towne: thesewelandedin an ITland;where were ma- 
ny gardens, there ina caue we found certain Butteſios 
of wine,which wee brought away with vs, in recom- 
pence whereof our Generall commaunded to bee ſet 
on ſhorewoollen and linnen cloth to the yalue there- 
of, From hence by foule weather wee were m_ - 
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ſecketlie port of S.TJohn de Lowe: in ourway,twhart 
of Campeche,wee met with a Spanyard, aſmallfhip, 
whowas bound for Santa Domingo, he had inhima 
Spanyard,called Augaſtinedevillanoua, that was he 
that betrayedall the Noble men in theIndies, 6 cau- 
ſed them to be beheaded, wheretfore he with two Fri- 
ers with him fledtoS.Domingo;them wee tooke and 
brought with vs into the port of S.lohn de Low. Our 
Generall madea greataccountof him, and vſed him 
like a Noble man,in theende he was oneof them that 
betrayed vs,when we had mored ourſhippes,and lan- 
ded,we mounted the ordinance that weefound there 
in the Tland, and for our fateties kept watchand ward, 
Two daies after wee diſcouered the Spaniſh fleete, 
wherof Luſhona Spanyard was Generall, with him 
camea Spanyard,called Don Martin Henerico, who 
the king of Spaineſentto bee his vize-king of the In- 
dics. Heſenta pinnice with a flagge of truce vnto our 
Generall,to know of what Countrie thoſe ſhips were 
thatrode therein the King of Spaines port, who ſayd 
they were the Q. ofEnglandes ſhips, which came in 
there for victuals for their mony;for the which if your 


.Generall will come in here,heſhall giue me victualles 


andall otherneceſlaries, and I will go out on the one 
{ide of the port,and he ſhall come inon the other ſide, 
The Spaniard returned for anfwere,that he was a vize 
king,& hada thouſand men, and therefore he would 
come in. Our Generall ſayd,ifhe beeavize king, I re- 
preſent my Queenes perſon, &Tamavize king as well 
ashe;andithe haueathouſand men, my pouder and 
thotwilt take thebetter place, Then thevizeking after 
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14 | 
counſell amongrthemſclues, yeclded to our Generals 
demaund, ſwearing by his King and his Crowne,by 
his commiſſion andauthoritie, thathee had from his 
King,thathe would performeit, and therevpon pled- 
ges were giuen on both parts. Our Generall bearing a 
godlyand Chriſtian mind,voide of fraud and deceite, 
1dged the Spanyards to haue done the like,deliuered 
to themſix Gentlemen, notdoubting to haue recei- 
uedthelike from them, butthefaithleſſeSpanyardes, 
in coſtly apparell gaue ofthe baſcſt oftheir companie, 
aSafterwardesitwas well knowne . Theſcthings fini- 
hed, proclamationwas made on bothſides, thaton 
payne of death no occaſion ſhould be ney 
any quarrel ſhould groweto the breach of the league, 
andthen they peaccably centered the port , withgreat 
triumph on both ſides. 

The Spanyards preſently broughtagreat Hulke, a 
ſhip ofnine hundred, and mored her by the {ideof the 
Mainion, and they cut out ports intheir otherſhippes, 
planting their ordenance towards vs,in the night th 
filled the Hulke with men, tolay the Minion aboord, 
as theſequel didſhew,which madeour General dout- 
full oftheirdealinges, wherefore, for thathee could 
ſpeake the Spaniſh toong, hee ſent Robert Barret a- 
boord thevizeking, to knowe his meaning in thoſe 
dealings, who willed him with his company to come 
into him, whome he commaunded preſently tobee 
ſerte inthe bilbowes, and foorthwitha Cornet (fora 
watchword among the falſe Spanyards) was ſounded 
for the enterpriſing of their pretended treaſon againſt 
our Generall, whome Auguſtine de villa-noua fit- 
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tingatdinner with him, thould A haue 
killed with a poynado which hee rinily in his 
fleeue, which was eſpyed and preuented by oneTohn 
Chamberlaine, who tooke the poynado out of his 
fleeue, Our Generall haſtily rofe vp, and commann- 
ded him to bee put priſoner in the Steward! roome, 
and to bee kept with two men... The faithleſſe Spany- 
ards, thinking all things totheir deſire had beene fini- 
ſhed, ſodainely ſounded aTrumpet, and therewith 
three hundred Spanyards centred the Minion, where- 
atour Generall witha lowde and fierce voyce called 
vntovs, ſaying, Godand Saint George, vpon thoſe 
trayterous villaines, and reſcue the Minnion, I truſt in 
God theday ſhall bee ours, and with that the Marri- 
nersand ſoldiers leapt out of the Teſusof Libbicke in- 
to the Minnion, and beate outthe Spanyardes, and 
with a ſhotte out of her fiered the Spanyards vize-ad- 
mirall , where the moſt part of three hundred Spany- 
ardes were fpoyled, and blowne over boord with 
powder. Their Admiralalſo was on fierhalfan houre, 
wee cutte ourcables, wound off our ſhippes, and pre- 
ſently foughtwith them, they came vpon vson euery 
fide, and continued the fightfrom tenne ofthe clocke 
yntill it was night, theykylled all ourmen that were 


. onſhoreinthelIland, fauing three, which by ſwim- 


ming gotaboord the Icſus of Libicke. They ſunkethe 
Generals ſhip calledthe Angell, and tooke the Swal-. 
low,the Spanyards admiral had abouerthseeſcore ſhot 
throughher, many ofhis menwereſpoyled, foure o- 
therof their ſhippes were ſunke, there were in that 
flecte, and that came fromthe ſhore —_ 

ne 


76 
fifteenc hundred we flew of them, fiue hundred and 
fortie, as wee were credebly infourmed by a note that 
came to Mexico.In this fightthe Teſus of Libicke had 
fiueſhotthrough hermaine maſt , her fore-maſt was 
ſtroke inſunder vnder the hounds with-a chaineſhot, 
and her hull was wonderfully pearced withſhot,ther- 
fore it was vnpoſlible to'bring hir awaie. They ſertwo 
of their own ſhips on fire, intending therwith to haue 
burntthe Teſus of Libbicke,which wee preuented by 
cutting our cables inthe halſe,and winding off byour 
ſternefaſt . The Minion was forcedto ſer faile &ſtand 
off from vs,and come toan ancor without ſhot of the 
Hand. Our Generall couragiouſly cheered vp his ſol- 
diers and Gunners;and called to Samuel his page for 
a Cup of Beere,who broughtit him in a fiſuer cup,and 
hedrinking toal his men willed the Gunners to ſtand 
by their ordenanceluſtily like men. He had no ſooner 
ſetthecupout ofhis hand,buta demy Culuerine ſhot 
ſtroke away the cup & a Coopers plaine thatſtood by 
the mainemaſt;8 ran outon the other de of the ſhip; 
which nothing diſmaiedour Generall, for hee ceaſed 
not toincouragevs, ſaying, feare nothing, for God 
who hath prelerued mee "A this ſhot, will alſo delt- 
uervs from theſe traytors and villaines. Then captaine 
Bland meaning to haue turned out of theporr;had his 
main maſtſtrokeouer bord witha chainſhot that came 
fromthe ſhore, wherefore hee ancored,fired his ſhip, 
tooke his pinnicewithall his men, and came aboord 
theIeſus of Libbickets our Generall-whofaide vnto 
him; thathee thought hewouldnothaue runneaway 
from him: heeaunſyercd, that he was not ny to 
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have runne awaye from him, but: his: intente -was: 
0 haue turned vp , and-ta hauelaidethewerthermoſt 
ſhippeoftheSpanith fleetaboord,and fyredhisfhippe. 
in hope therewithto haueſetion firethe Spaniſh fleet, 
heſaid ifhe had done ſohee had done well. With this 
night came on.OQur Generall commaunded the Min- - 
nion,for ſafegardofher maſtsto be brought vnderthe. 


Ieſus of Libbickslee : hee willed Sir Francis Draketo _ _ 


comein with theIudith,and tolay the Minion abord, 
to take inmenandaother thingesneedfull, and togoe 

outandibhedid.. 0 oil ou tit tt” 
Atnightwhen the wind came off the ſhore, wee ſet 
fayle, andwentoutin deſpite of the Spanyardesand 
theirſhot,vvhere wee ancored, with two ancors vader 
theIland,the wind being northerly, which was won- 
derfull daungerous, and wefeared cucric houretobe 
driven with thelec ſhore. In the ende thewind came 
larger,we way cd ancor,and ſetſayle, ſecking the riuer 
of Pannico for water, whereof we had very little, and 
vicuals were ſo ſcarſe,that weweredrius to cathides, 
cats,rats,parrats, munkies, and dogges, whereforeour 
Generall was forced to diuide his company into two 
partes, for there was amutenie among them for want 
of victuals,and fome ſaide that they had rather bee or! 
theſhore to ſhiftforthemſehues amongſt theenemies, 
then toſterue on ſhippe-boord. Heeaskedthem who' 
would goeon ſhore,and who would tarrie on ſhippe- 
bootd,thoſe tharwouldgoeon ſhore,hewilledtogoe 
onforemaſt.and thoſethatwouldtarrie, on'baft maſt: 
foureſcore and ſixteene of vs were willing todeparte. 
Our Genezall gaue vnto _ one of vsſix yardes of 
Lat . * roanc 
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roane cloth, and money to themthatdemaundedir. 


When weaxverelanded,he came vnto vs, where frend- 
ly imbracuigeuery oneofvs, hewas greatly greeued 
that he was forced toleane vs behind him, he counſel- 
ledvs to ſerue God,and to loue one another, and thus 
courteoully he gaue vsa ſorrowful farewell,&promi- 
fedif God ſent him ſafe home, he would dowhathee 
could,that ſo many of vs as liued ſhuld by ſome means. 
bebrought into England,and ſo he did. 

Since my returneinto EnglandT haue heard, that. 


many miſliked thathe left vs ſo behind him,& broghe- 


away Negros,the teaſo isthis,for them he might haue 
had victuals,orany otherthing needfull, if by fowle 
weather he had beenedriuenvponthe Ilands, which 
for gold nor (ilnerhe couldnot hanue had. 
Andthus our Generall parted to his ſhips, and wee 
remained on lande , where for ourfafeties, fearing 
the wild Indians that were about vs, we keptwatch all 
night, and atſunnerifing wee marched on our waye, 
threeandthreein a ranke, vntill that wee came into a 
fieldevnder agrone, where the Indians came vppon- 
vs, asking vs what people we were,and how we came 
there. Two of our companic, namely Anthonie 
Goddard,/and Tohn Corniſh, for that they could 
ſpeake the Spaniſh-toong,went to them,and ſaydewe 
wereEngliſhmen, that neuer came in that countrie 
before, and that we had fought with the Spanyards, 
and for that wee lacked victnals, our Gencrall ſette vs.

wee faide, toPannico ., The Capraine of the Indians. 
wylled vs togiuevnto them ſome of our _ and 
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Thirtes, which wee did: then hee bad vs giue then 
all, burwee would not ſo doe , whererevponIohn 
Corniſh was then ſlaine withanarrowe,whichan In- 
dian boy that ſtoode by thejCapraine ſhottear him, 
wherefore hee ſtrooke the boy on'theneckewith his 
bowe, thathelaye for deade, andwilled vs tofollow 
him, who broughtvs into agrear fielde,. where wee 
found freſh water; hee bad vs: fitte downe aboatthe 
pondanddrinke, and hee with his company would 
po themeaneſpaceto kill fiue or fixe deere, and 
ringthem to vs . Wetartyed there vntill three of the 
clocke;bur they came not: thereoneof our company 
whoſenamewas Iohn Cooke, with four other depar- 
zed from vs intoagrouetoſeckerelicte,wherepreſent- 
ly they weretaken by the Indians, andſtript as naked 

ascuerthey were borne,and ſo returnedto vs. . +. i 
-  Thenwediuidedourſeluesintotwopants, halfe to 
Anthony Goddard,and the reſtto Iames Collicr, and 
thus ſcuerally we ſought for Pannico.Anthony.God- 
dard with his company; bidvs farewell, they paſſeda 
river, where the Indians rebbedmany ofthe of their 
clothes;81o paſſing on their way,cametoa ſtony hill, 
where they: ſtaied. James Collyer with his company, 
that day paſſed theſameriuer, and werealſorobbed, 
and one of themſlaine by chance; wecamethatnighe 
vntothe hill, where Anthdiy Goddard and hiscom- 
pany reſted, therewe remainedrill morning, &theh 
wee marched altogether: from thence, entering be- 
Hvixt two groues, where the Indians robbed vs of all 
ourclothes,& leftvs naked, they hurt many and killed

way with hisſhippes. They teturnedtotheir Goncr- 
nour, whafentthem with fine:Canowes, tobringys 
allouct.

dred horſemen withtheirlaunces,came forceably vþ- 
onvs, butdidnothurtvs, they carried vspriſoners to 


Pannico,where weeremaimed onemight. Inthe riuer

cellentgood fruite. Therealſogroweth aſtrange thing

which they ſeeth in agreat kettell, rill the third part be 
conſumed, and.thatitwaxe thicke, it isas fveetas anie 
honie,they doe cate it, Within twentie daies after that 
they hanetakenall the lcour from it,it withereth, and 
they cutitdowne,andyſcitas we vic our hempe heere 
in England, which done,they conuert it to many vſes: 
of ſome partthey make Mantles,ropes.and threed : of 
the cydsthey makeneedles to ſowetheir ſaddels, pan» 
nels, and other furniturefor their horſes :' of the reſt 
they make tyles to couertheirhouſcs, and they pur it 
to many other purpoſes. .

. Andthuswe came to Mexico, which is7 leagues - 
abour,ſcated inagreat ten, inuironed with fourehils, 
irhathbut two wates of entrance,and itis fulof creeks, 
inthe which in their Canowes they paſſe fromplace 
to place,and totheTlandes there within. Inthe Indies 
ordinarily threetimesa yeare bee woonderfull earth- 
quakes,which pur the people in greattcare anddaun- 
: during thetime of twoyeres that I was in Mex 
co, ſaw them fix times, when it commeth itthrowcth 


 downetrees,houſes.,and churches. Therc isa Citic 25 


teagues from Mexico,called Tuſcalia,whichis inhabi- 
tedwitha hundred thouſandIndians,they go in white 
ſhires,linnen breeches, and long mantles, and the wo- 
men weareaboutthem a garment much like vnto a 
flannen petticote. The Kings pallaceyas theft R_ 

3 a 
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tharwe were broughtvnto in Mexico,where without 
we were willed to {it downe. Much people,men,wo» 


men,& children came wondering about vs, many la- - 


mented our miſery, &ſome of their clergieasked vs if 
wewere Chriſtiansave ſaid,we praiſed God; wewere 
as good chriſtians as they:they asked how they might 
know that,we ſaid,by our confeſſions. Fro thence we 
were carriedina Canowe toa Tanners houſe, which 
ſtandetha little fromrhe citie : the next morning two 
friars & two prieſts came thither to vs,and willed vs to 
bleſſe our ſelues, and fay our praiers inthe Latin tong, 


that they might vnderſtand vs, manyof our company 


did ſo,wherevpon they returned to the vize-king,and 
told him that we were good Chriſtians,&tharthey li- 
kedvs well,&then they brought vs much relecte,with 
cloths,our fick menwereſent to their hoſpirals,where 
manywere cured,and many died. Fromthe Tanners 
rae Lands were ledto a gentlemans placc,where vpon 
paine of death wee werecharged to abide, andnotto 
comeinto the Citie,thither we had all things neceſla- 
riebrought vs,on ſundaics and holydaics, much peo 
plecame,and broughtvs great releefe. 

The vize-king practiſed to hang vs , and cauſeda 
paire of new i to be ſet vp,to haueexecutedvs, 
waerevnto the Noblemen of that country would not 
conſent,but praied him to ſtay vntill the ſhip ofaduiſe 
brought newes from the king of Spaine, whatſhould 
bedonewith vs, for they faidethey could not findeas 
p _ by vs, whereby they might lawfully putysto

Thevize-kingthen'commanded vs to be ſent _ a 


_—_ 
Hand therby,8& he ſent for the Biſhop of Mexico,who 


ſentfoureprieſts to theTland, to examine 8 contes vs, 


who faid,that the vize-king would burne vs,vhen we 


were examinedand confeſſed according to the lawes 
of their country. They returned to the Biſhop,8:told 


him that wewerevery good Chriſtians . The Biſhop 
certefied the vize-king of our examinations and con-" 


feſſions, and ſaid that wewere good Chriſtians,there- 
fore he would not meddle with vs, Thenthevizc-king 
ſent for our maiſter R. Barret, whom he kept priſoner 
m his pallace, vntil the flecte was departed for Spaine. 
Thereſt of vs heeſentto a Towne 7 leagues from 
Mexico, called Tothſcoco, to carde wooll among the 
Indian flaues, which drudgery we diſdained,and con- 
cluded to beat our maiſters, and ſo we did, wherefore 
they ſent to the vize-king, deſiring him for Gods fake 
and our Ladies,to ſend forvs,for they would notkeep 
vsany longer,they ſaid that we were deuils & no men. 

The vizeking ho for vs,& impriſoned vsina houfe 
in Mexico,from thence he ſent An.Goddard,& ſome 
other of our company with him into Spaine,with Lu- 


ſhon,the Generall that tooke vs, the reft of vs ſtaied in' 


Mexico 2 yeeres after,8 then were ſcntpriſoners into 
Spaine,with Don Iohn de valeſco de varre, admiral 8 


| Tae of the ſpanifh fleet,who caricd with himin his: 
Up,to be preſented tothe K. of Spaine,the anatomie

of a Giant, which was ſentfrom China to Mexico, to 
the vize-king Don Martin Hennerico,tobeſenttothe 


K.ofSpainefora great wonder. It didappeere by the 


anatomie, that he was ofamonſtrous ſize, the skull of 


his head was necras big as halfabuſhel, hisneckbones- |

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the ſhanke of his leg from the ankellto the knee, was as 
long as any mansankell vp to his waſt, andofbigneſle 
accordingly. En 

Atthis tune andin this ſhippe,werealſo ſentto bee 
preſented to theking of Spaine, two cheſts fullof earth 
with ginger growing in them, which were alſo ſent 
from China,to be ſentto the king of Spaine. The gin- 
gcr runncth inthe ground like to liccoras, theblades- 
growe out of it,in length and proportion like vnto the 
blades of wild garlicke, which they cut cuerie fifteene 
daics,they vie to water them twiſcaday,as we doequr 
hearbes heere in England, they putthe blades in their. 
porrage,and vie them in their other mcates, whoſe ex- 
cellent ſauourand taſt is very delightfull, and procu- 
reth a good appctite. | Go, s 

. -When wee were ſhippedintheport of S.Iohn de 
Low.,the Generall called, our maiſter Robert Barret 8 
vs with him,into his cabbin,andasked vs if wee would 
fightagainſtEngliſhmen,ifwe met them atſea,weſaid 
that wee would not fightagainſt our Crowne, but if 


ve met withany other, wewould doe whatwee were

able.He ſaid if we had faideotherwiſe, hee wouldnot 
haue belecued vs, and for that weſhould be the better 
vied,and haue allowance as other men had, & he gaue 
achargeto cuery oneofvs, according vnto our know- 
ledge. Robert Barret was placed with the pilate, T 
was putinthe Gunner roome, William Cawſe with 
the bote-ſunne,lohn Beare with the quarter-maiſters, 
Edward Rider, and Geffrey Giles; withthe ordinarie 
: marinets,

ſhoulder plat,arme bones, &allotherlineaments of 
his other partes, were huge and monſtrous to behold,. 
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| marriner, Richard the maiſters boy attended on him 


and thepilate:ſhortly after we departed fromthe pore 
of S,IohndeLowe with all this dome of Spaine, for 
the Port called the Hauana : we were twenty ſix daies 
fayling thither. There wee camein.,ancored,tooke in 
freſh water,and ſtaied ſixteene daies, forthe fleete cal- 
led Numbredetheos,which is the fleet that brings the 
treaſure from Perowe, | 

The Generall ofthatfleete was called Diego Flor- 
res de Values. Afterhis comming, when hee had was 
tred his ſhips,both thefleetes ioyned in one,aud Don 
de Valaſcode varre was the firſt fifteene daies general 
of both the fleets, whoturning through the channell, 
called the Bahama, his pilate had like to haue caſta- 
way allthe fleete vppon the Cape called Caneuerall, 
which was preuented by meI.H.andour maiſter Ro- 
bert Barret, I being in theſecond watch,eſcried lande, 
andcalled to Robert Barret, bidding him looke ouer 
boord,forT ſaw land vnderthelee bow of the ſhip: he 
called to the bote-ſunne, and bad him ler flie the fore 
fayle ſheate, andlay the helme vpon thelce, and caft 
the ſhippe about. When we were caſt about, wewere 
butin 2 fadome water: we ſhotoffa peece,giuing 
aduice to the fleet to caſtabour, and fot ry . For 
this we were belouedof the General.and all the fleet. 
The Generall was in a great rage, and ſwore by the 
king,that hee would hang his pilate:: for hee aide; that 
twiſc before, hee hadalmoſt caſt away the Admirall, 
When it was day, he commaundeda peeceto beſhot 
off,to calltocouncell : the other Admirall in his ſhip 


came vp to him, andasked what the matter _— 


faid,thathis pilate had caſt away his ſhip & al the fleet 
had it not beene for two of the Engliſhmen, and ther- 
forc hee would hang him. 'The other Admirall with 
many faire words perfwaded him to the contrary. 

'*: Whenwe-came inthe height ofthe Barmotha, we 
diſcouereda monſter in theſea,who ſhewed himlelfe, 
_ three times vntavsfromthemidlevpwards,tnwhich 
parts he was proportioned like aman,of the complec> 
tion ofa Mulliato;ortawny Indian. The Generall did 
commgund ane of hisclarkes to put itin writing, and 
he certified thekingand hisnobles thereof. Preſently 
aſter this,for the ſpace of ſixteene daies wee had 1on- 
derfull fowle weather, and then God ſent vs a faire 
wind, vntill ſuch time as wee diſcoueredtheIland cal- 
ledthe Fall. 

OnS.James day,we made rackets,wheeles,& other 
fireworks,to make paſtime that night,as it is the order 
ofthe Spanyards. When we came neere the land,our 
maiſter R.Barret conferred withvs,to take the pinniſe 
one night, when we came on the Iland called the Ser- 
res,to tree our ſelues, from the danger 8& bondage that 
wee. weregoing into, wherevnto weagreed,none had 
any pinnicea ſterne ther-but our ſhippe, which gaue 
great courage to our enterpriſe : wepreparedabagge 
of bread, 8&abutteſio of water, which would haue 2 
ued vs/9.dates,&&prouidedourſclues to go,our maſter 
borrowed a ſmall compas of the maſter gunner ofthe 
ſhip,who lentit him,bur ſuſpected his intent, 8cloſly 
madethe generallpriuy to it, who fora time difſemb- 
ted the martter;in theendſceing our pretenſe,he called 
R. Barret, comandivg his head tabeputinthe _ 


anda ny ar oftron bolts on his1egs , andthe reſt 
of vs to be {et in theſtocks by the legs. Then hewylled 
apecce to beſhotoff, and hee ſent the pinnice for the 
other Admirall, &all the captaines, maiſters,& pilates 
of both fleets, to comeaboord of him . He commaun- 
dedthemaine yard to be ſtrooke downe,& to puttwo. 
pm euery yardarme one; the hangman was cal- 
ed, and wewere willed to conteſſeourſelues, forhee 
ſwore by the king thathe would hang vs. 

. Whentheother Admiral,and thereſt werecomea- 
bord,he called them into his counſell chamber,8told 
themthathee would hang the maiſterof the Engliſh- 
men,andall his company.The Admirall,whoſename 
was Dego Flores de Values, asked him wheretore : he 
fayde, that wee had determined to riſe inthe =_ 
with the pinnice, and with a ball of fire-worke to ſette- 
the ſhippeon fire,and goe ourwayes : therefore ſayde 
he, Iwill haueyou, the Captaines, Maiſters, and Pi- 
lates, toſerteyour handes vnto that, for I ſweareby the 
King that I will hang them . Dego Flores de Values 
aunſwered, I, northe Captaines, Maiſters,and Pilates 
will not ſette our hands to that, for heſaide,ithee were 
priſoner,as wewere,he would haue done the like him 
felfe. He counſelled him, to keepe vs faſt in priſon, till 
he came into Spayne, and then ſende vs tothe contra- 
tation houſe in Ciuil, where,if we haddeſerued death 
the law would paſſeon vs,forhewould not haue it faid 
thatin ſuch a fleet as thatwas, fix men8 aboy,ſhould' 
take the pinnice,andgoeaway , and ſohereturnedto 
his ſhippe againe. 

When he was gone, the r—_ tothe main maſt 
2 to 


out of the ſtockes till we came into Spaine: within fix- 
teene daies afterwee came ouerthe Bar ofS.Lucar, 8& 
came vpto the Hurcathoes,then hee putvs into a pin- 
nice inthe ſtocks, and ſents priſoners to the Contra- 
tation houſein Ciuill. From thence,atter one yere we 
broke priſon,0nS.Steuens day at night, ſeauen ofour 
company eſcaped, Robert Barrer,I,I.H. IohnEmurie,, 
Humphrey Roberts,and Iohn Gilbert, were taken, 8 
broughtbacke tothe Gontratation houſe, where wee 
remained inthe ſtockes till twelfe tide was paſt. Then 
our keeper put vp a petitiontotheIudgeofthe Con- 
tratationhouſe, that we mightbeſentto the great pri- 
ſon houſe in Ciuill, for that we brokepriſon, whervp- 
on wewere preſently led thither,wherewe remayned 
one moneth. And then from thence,to the Caſtell of 
the Inquiſitionhouſe in Friana, where we continue 
oneyeere,which expired, they brought vs outin pro- 
ceſlion, euery one of vs haning a candle in his hande,, 
and the Cote with S. Andrewes crofſe on our backes:. 
they broughtvs vp onan high ſcaffold, that was ſet vp» 
in the place of S.Frauncis,which is inthe cheefe ſtreer: 
of Ciuill : there they ſervs downevponbenches,cue- 
rieone in his degree, 8 againſt vs on anotherſcaffol 
fateall the Tudges, andthe Clergie ontheirbenches,, 
the n+ we wondered, and gazed on vs, ſome pittying 
our caſes, other ſaid,burne thoſe heretikes. When wee 
hadfit there two-howers,wehada ſermon madetoys,. 
after which one called Breſinnia, ſecretorie to-the In- 
quiſition, wentvpinto the pulpit with theproceſle, 8 
called St mn" Fas 
| | ars 


to vs,andfivore by the king, that we ſhould not come

 miliars of the Inquiſition brought from the ſcaffold 
before the Iudges, where the ſecretoricreade the fen- 
tence,which was thatthey ſhould be burnt, and ſo re- 
turned tothe ſcaffold,and were burnt. ; 
Then I Tob Hortop,and Iohn Bone,werecalled, 8 
broughtto the place, as before, where wee heard our | 
fentence,which was, that weſhould goto the Gallies, 
 andthereto.roweat the oares endtenyeeres,andthen- 
to be brought backeto.the Inquiſition houſe, to haue 
the cote with S.Andrewes crofle put on our backes, 
and from thence to go-to theeuerlaſtingpriſonreme- 
dilefle, and ſo wee were returned to the ſcaffold from 
_ whencewecame. Thomas Marks,and Thomas Ellis 
were called, and had ſentence to ſerue in the Gallies 
cightyeeres,and Humphrey Roberts,and Tohn Eme- 
rieto ſerue fiue yeres,and ſowere returned tothe ben- 
ches on the ſcaffold, where wee ſate tilfoureof clocke 
in theafter noone. Then we were ledagaineto the In- 
quiſitiot: houſe, from whence we were brought: The: 
nextday.in the morning, Breſiniathe ſecretorie came: 
thither tovs, and deliuered to enerie one of vs his ſen-- 
tence inwriting, TI with thereft wereſent to the Gal 
lies, where we were chained foure and foure together, 
euery mans daily allowance was twentie {ix ounces 
of courſeblackbisketand water. Our clothing for the: 
whole yeare,two ſhirts, two paire ofbrechesof courſe 
canuas,a red -cote of courſe choth, ſoone on, and ſoone: 
off,anda gowne of hairewith a Friars hoode,ourlod- 
_ ging was on thebare bords,and bankes of the Gallies,, 
ourheads and beards were ſhauenreuery month, hun-- 
ocr.thirft,cold,and ſtripes,veelackednone;till ourſe- 
x: D:3 uerall 
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nerallrime expired;aindatter the timedf12yteres, for 
I ſcrued two yeresabouc my ſentence, I was ſent backe 
to the Inquiſition houſein Ciuill, & there hauing pur 
on the cotewith-S.Aridrews croſle,I was ſentto the e- 
yerlaſting priſon remedileſſe, where I wore thecate 4. 
yceres,& then vpongreat ſuite, I hadittaken off for 50 
duckets, which Hornando de Soria, treaſurerof the 
kings mintlent me,whom T ſerued for itasa drudge 7 
yeeres, and vntillthe monethof October laſt, 15 9 0. 
and then I came from Ciuilto S.Lucar, where I made 
meansto come away ina fly-bote,thatwas laden with 
wines &falt,which were Flemmings goodes,the king 
of Spaynesſubiects,dwelling in Ciniil maried to Spa- 
niſh women,and fvorne to their king. Inthis moneth 
of October laſt, departing from S.Lucar. atſea, off the 
ſothernmoſt Cape,weemetan Engliſh ſhip,calledthe 
Galleon Dudley, who tooketheFlemming, and mee 
outofhim,&broughtmeto Portſmouth, where they 
ſermeonland,the 2 day of December laſt paſt, r 5 9 0. 
From thence I was ſentby M. Muns the lieutenant of 
Portſmouth,with letters to the R. honorable the Earle 
of Suſſex, who commanded his ſecretorieto take my 
name andexamination, how long Thad beene outof 
England,and with whom I went,which hedid . And 
on Chriſtmas euen I tooke my keaue of his honor,and 
went to ROS "=" nga 
n T heComputation of my impriſonment. 

I ſuffered a Sar et = yeercs. 
In the Contratation houſe in Ciuill oneyeere, 
In the Inquiſition houſein Triana one yeere. 

I was inthe Galles twelue yeere. 
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In theeuerlaſting priſon remedileſſe, with the cote 
with S. Andrews crofſe on my backe,foureyeres; 
AndatlibertieIferued as a drudge Hornando de 
Soriaz yeres,which is the ful complement of 23 yeres. 
Since my departure from England, vntill this time 
of my return,I was fiuetimesin great dangerof death, 
beſides the many perils I was in,in the Gallyes. 
Firſtin the Port of S.lohn de Low,where being on 


. ſhore,with many other ofour company, which were 


all ſlaine ſauingl , & two otherthatby ſwimming got 
aboord the lol of Libbicke. 
Secondly,when we were robdby the wild Indians 
Thirdly, after weecame toMexico,. thevize-king 
would haue hanged vs. 
Fourthly,becauſe hee cond not haue his minde to 
hang vs,he would haueburne vs. 
Fiftly , the Generall that brought vs into:Spayne, 
would hane hanged vs atſca. 
Thus hauing truly ſet downe vntoyoumy trauels, 
miſery & dangers,endured the ſpace of23.yeres,I ſay: 
Let patience nowe the ſtandard beare, 
And forginenes gine the charge 
_ Of on wy the ancour teare, 
Of ſpightfullmallice barge * 
Expect the ende ofpriſoned race, 
And = of future happe + 
T hat each good gift of fortunes grace, 
May fallwithin ons lappe:
